| Walker of the public service com­ 
mission here Wednesday. 
The carriers, the Pennsylvania, 
Pittsburgh & Lake Erie, Baltimore 
fiz Ohio, Bessemer & Lake Erie rail- 
i roads, forced Howard J. O’Malley, 
manager of the freight company, to 
amend his petition so as to seek the 
authority of the public service com- 
j mission to operate in this state. 
New Castle Listed. 
O’Malley seeks to pick up and dis­ 
charge freight at all points between 
Erie and Pittsburgh via Edinboro, 
Meadville, Greenviile, Sharon. Far­ 
rell, West Middlesex, New' W ilming­ 
ton. New Castle, Wampum, Beaver 
Falls, Rochester and Ambridge. W ith 
; terminals in Erie. Pittsburgh and 
Youngstown, O., daily trips would 
be provided and the service would 
be operated in conjunction with the 
applicant’s interstate deliveries. 
O’Malley stipulated that freight 
picked up at Erie would not be de­ 
livered at points north of Meadville, 
and that freight taken on at Pitts­ 
burgh would not be discharged south 
of Sharon. 
No such motor service of freight 
is now provided over the proposed 
route, he testified, in connection with 
the necessity of the service. 
Opposition Forms. 
The protestants attempted to show’ 
that the proposed service would not 
be superior to that provided by the 
railroad because in the majority of 
eases shipments would not be deliv­ 
ered until the day after their depar­ 
ture from the terminals. 
O’Malley 
admitted 
the 
trucks 
would leave both Erie and Pittsburgh 
about 7 a, m. daily and would be un­ 
able to deliver in some cases until 
the next morning. When merchants 
were closed, he said, the shipment 
would be taken off at Youngstown, 
O,. and delivered by a local delivery 
truck the following day.
